To prove the fact alledged in this ar- 
ticle, an extract is made from his lord- 


fhip’s evidence on the trial of the late D 


Admiral Byng; in which his lordthip 
declared, that it isthe duty of a go- 
vernor to remain in one fixed place, to

round the place, ail the attacks but 
thefe failed, becaufe they were made 
from a great diftance, and thefe fuc- 
céeded becaufe they were begun almoft 
clofe to the works, and the enemy got 
over the pallifadoes before they were 
perceived. But if thefe houfes had 
been deftroyed, the attack of the Queen's 
redoubt and the Argyle would have tailed 
like the.otheis, for the fame reafon.

"YNILE fevera) ftages, the progrefs, and 
effeGs of this diftemper are exactly 
the fame with thofe of the {mall-pox. The 
Gtft appearance is-a decreafe of appetite, a 
@ poking out of the neck, frorh a difficulty 
of fwallowing ;.a fhaking of the head as 
if the ears were tickled ; a hanging down 
of the ears; a deafnefs, adulinefs of the 
eyes, and a reftlefs motion to and fro,fhew- 
ing a conftant uneafinefs. All thefe figns 
except the lat, increafe till the fourth day, 
Then comes on a ftupidity, unwillingnefs 
te move, great weaknefs, a total lofs of 
appetite, a running at the eyes and nofe, 
Sometimes ficknefs and throwing up of the 
bile; a ‘hufky cough and fhivering. The 
head, horns and breath are very hot, while 
the body and limbs are cold. The fever 
which was continual the three firft days, 
Now ‘rifes and increafes towards the cve- 
ning ; the pulfe is all along quick, con- 
tracted, and uneven. There is aconftant 
diarrheea or fcouring, and the dung is green 
and feetid, The breath is ftinking and 
there are naufeous fteams from the fkin. 
The bloodis very florid, hiot-and frothy ; 
the reofs of their mouths and their barbs 
are ulcerated; tumours or boils may be 
felt under the fiefhy membrane of the tkin, 
and eruptions all along their himbs and a- 
bout their udders. ; 

When, this difeafe feizesa new milch cow, 
her milk gradually dries up, and.cn the 
fourth day fhe.is quite dry. Her purging 
is more violent. The aerimony of the 
dung plainly appears fiom theirritation ob- 
fervable in the anus. They are very apt to 
groan, and are worft in the evening, and 
then they commonly lie down. Thefe 
fymptons increafe till the feventh day, 
and then the diftemper comes. to a crifia ? 
though fometimes it is protracted till the 
ninth day, 

When, at the crifis or turn of the diftem- 
per, there are eruptions all over the fkin, 
er boils as big as pigeon’s eggs in ditferent 
parts of the body, but efpecially on each 
fade of the. back-bone from the head to the 
tail, which breaking, difcharge putrid ftink- 
jng matter ; or when there are large abfcef- 
fes formed im the horns, or in any other 
parts of the body ; when the dung is more 
confiftent and firm ; when the urine is thick 
and not quite fo high coloured ; when a 
thivering is fucceeded by a general glow of 
heat, with an abatement of the fever and 
a regular pulfe ; when the nofe is. fore and 
fcabbed, and the eyes bright and brifk ; 
when the beaft pricks up the ears at your 
§9ing into the hovel or barn, and will eat

a little hay or peas, the danger is over. 

But on the contrary, if on the feventh 
day, the eruptions, boils, or abfefies, are de- 
cteafed in bulk without breaking ; if the 
fcouring continues, the breath is hot, and 
the horns, limbs, and the reft of the body 
are cold; if the groaning and difficulty of 
breathing increafes, and the running of the 
nofe and eyes decreafes ; if the eyes are 
dim and funk into the head with a perfect 
ftupidity ; if the urine is dark coloured, 
and there is a cadavarous {mell ; or if moft 
of thefe fymptons appear, the difeafe is cer- 
tainly incurable. A 

In order to the cure when the diftemper 
firft appears, the beaft muft put into a Jarge 
barn or ftable well littered, and. the litter 
mutt be changed every day. There thould 
be a hole a foot igquare at the top of the 
barn to the fouth, and another at the bot. 
tom to the north-weft, that the air may 
circulate through the barn, and carry off 
the foul teams. But the cattle muft not 
ftand in the courfe of the air that perfpira- 
tion may not be ftopt. Jn warm weather 
the door may be left open half an hour, 
and a courfe linnen, or thin wollen cloth, 
thould always be faftened loofely round 
their bodies. 

If the beaft he ftrong, full grown, and 
fiefhy, take away two quarts of blood 
from the neck, and one from a ftrong calf 
of a year old, and fo im proportion to the, 
age and ftrength. But neither poor thin 
cows, efpecially white ones, nor yet weakly 
calves are to be bled much, if atall, . Then 
wath the beaft all over with warm water 


E and vine-ar, and rub him quite clean with 


a cloath or ftraw. The fteams of hot vine- 
gar and water, with aromatic herbs placed. 
in the barn, will revive the cattle. The beatt, 
mult be rubbed every morning and evening 
for a quarte? of ah hour with a dry woollen, 
cloth to promote. perfpiration, and they 
may be curried the three firft days before 
the pimples come out. This method wilk 
yield the cattle great relief. The udders, 
of a milch .cow, fhould be anointed mor- 
ning and evening with warm oil to preferve 
the milch 

As foon as poffible after bleeding, a row-. 
el muft be made in the dewlap in the fol- 
lowing manner. Take atkain of hemp, 


G tow, or twifted packthread. afoot long, 


and as thick asa man’s thumb, which be - 
ing firft greafed with hog’s lard, muft be 
pafied through a hole made in the dewlap, 
fo that the ends may hang out about three 
or four inches from each other, This mutt 
be covered with a plaifter of tar and hog’s 
lard, and muft not be moved for twenty-, 
four hours. The plaifters may be fpread 
on linen or tow, ‘The next day draw firft, 


one end of the rowél, and then the other, 
backwards and! forwards, fmearing that 
part of the rowel with a foft ointment, 

made 
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made with Veitice turpentine and the yolks 
of eggs. 

* In the fecond ftage ofthe difeafe the row- 
elled part ‘will firftt fwell, and then run, 
And if the fweilling is great, and.the run: 
ning confiderable, a poiiltice’ muft be put 
over it, made with white bread and milk, 
with a little hog’s lard. ~ The part muft be 
dreifed twice a day with this, til’ the fwel- 
jing is abated. ‘The rowel inould be kept 
in a month at leaft after the ‘retovery ’ of 
the beaft. 

When the beaft is hot, hangs down the 
head, and breathes with difficulty after 
bleeding ; when the dang ‘is hard, and the 
fkin feels tight and thick, which is ‘called 
being bide-bound ; then it will be proper to 
give a gentle cooling purge. 

Take four handfuls of bran, boil it in 
five quarts of fpring water to five pints ; 
then ftrain off the liquor, and diffolve in it

two ounces of lenitive eleftuary, and half C 


an ounce of Glauber’s falt. “This muft be 
given lukewarm. An hour or two after, 
the beaft may have two quarts of water- 
grucl, When the beaft has voided the 
hardened’ dung by this purge, or if the 
purge flrould not have been wanted, it will 
be proper to give the following drench, 
Take of madder-root three or four ounces; 
turmeric and horfe-radifh root, of each one 
ounce ; of foenugreck-feed bruifed, two 
ounces ; camomile-flowers, dried leaves of 


feverfew, rue and fage, of each one hand- 
ful. Boil them in a gallon of fma!l ale well 


hopped, to three quarts ; then ftrain off the 
liquor, and give the beaft three pints in the 
morning, and the remainder in the evening. 

No dry or folid fodder is to be given till 
the beaft chews the cud. But between the 
Grenches a quart or two of vinegar-whcy 
muft be given frequently in a day, to dilute 
the fodder; and ftrengthen the coats of the 
ftomach. The vinegar-whey is thus made. 

Take an equal quantity’ of milk and 
fpring water, and, when boiling, pour in 
diftilled white wine vinegar, enough to 
turn the mixture ; then ftrain off the whey, 
and always give it lukewarm. For the three 
firft days, I fhould prefer elder-vinegar, 
and afterwards garlic-vinegar; however, 
they all muft be diftilled, to render them 
more pure, The beaft may alfo drink hay- 
water, made by pouring boiling water on 
cut hay, and letting it ftand till it is of the 
colour of bohea tea, and fo ‘much camomile 
fhould be added as will give the liquor a 
pleafant bitternefs. This may be ufed al- 
ternately: with the whey.’ The barbs, 
rhouths, and noftrils of the cattle thould be 
ciéanfed with the following mixture. 

‘Take Malaga raifins and figs, of each two 
ounces ; of muftard feed bruifed half an 
eunce ; and boil them in three pints of 
milk and water to a quart. ‘Then add two 
gunces of honey of rofes, and haif gn eunce

tinued till the ulcers. about the nofe and 
mouth begin to fcab; and. then. they muft 
be wathed with fage-tea, fweetened. with 
honey of rofes, and made tart with vinegar. 
the, fage-tea 
fhould be made rough with powdered roch 
alum, 
On the fourth day, ‘if the beaft is dull and 

fhivering, if no pimples or knobs arife, and 
a purging is coming on, the following 


r drench muft be given about eight in the 


evening, and may be repeated three or four 


B nights, as occafiom requires, 


Take Virginia {nake-toot, contrayerya- 
root, camomile flowers powdered, of each 
half.an ounce ; of Venice treacle: fix drams ; 


‘mix all thefe in three pints of vinegar- 


whey, and give the liquor luk¢warm. Let 
a perfon fit up with the beaft, and give him 
frequently a quart of. vinegar-whey.. Then 
the drench w.th madder-root is to be given 
early in the morning, and repeated at three 
or four in the afternoon, that it may not 
interfere with the treacle drench. A quart 
of hartfhorn drink may be given frequently 
in the day. 

When a mortification is like tocome on, 
which may be known by the dark and re- 
laxed appearance of the mouth, the coldnefs 
of the body, the black foetid dung, the in- 
fenfidility of the beaft, the fanious difcharge 
from the mouth and nofe, and the thicknefs 
of the eye, the bark muft be immediately 
given in the following drench: 

Take of oak-bark two ounces; Peruvian 
bark, myrrh, of each one ounce. Reduce 
them all to a coarfe powder, and boil them 
gently in five pints of ftrong water to two 
quarts, Strain the liquor througlr a linen 
cloth, and then add two drams of roch- 
alum powdered, Let the beaft have. this 
drench lukewarm every four or five hours# 
as occafion may require. If the purging is 
contiderable, and the beaft- weak, half a 
pint of red wine lees may be added. The 
drink may be vinegar-whey, oatmeal-wa- 
ter, or hay-water with camomile flowers, 
infufed and acidulated with vinegar. 

The fteams.of hot water, vinegar, tinc- 
ture of myrrh, and honey of rofes may be . 
conveyed into the throat by means of a 
large tunnel, inftead of cleanfing the mouth 
and throat, when the difeafe is fo far ad- 
vanced. 

If the violent fymptoms abate after the 
fourth day, and the head: is hung down 
more on one fide than the other ; if the 
running of the eyes and nofe is profufe, and 
the horn feels hot while the body feels tem- 
perate, there is reafon to think an abicefs is 
formed in the horn, and then let it be bored 
two or three inches below the tip, without 
wounding the. pith... Bore likewife the op- 
polite fide half an inch lower in the fame 

manner,

manner, then cover the holes with a linen 
cloti dipt in oil, and a‘piece of foft leather 
tied over that ; this done, you muft watch 
to fee if any matter is difcharged through 
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thofe beafts on which it was regularly prac- 
tifed ¢ and ‘fevéral experiments have con- 
firmed ‘the opinion firft publifhed in the 
Gentleman’ s ‘Magaxit, Vol, xxiv. p. 549- 


them ; in which cafe the difcharge muft be A that the malignancy‘of' this difeafe may be 


eficouraged ; and if the holes are not fuffi- 
cient to let out the matter, there will be 
no danger in making more, even at the 
root of the horn, when that is moft conve- 
nient for the difcharge. There is no abfo- 
lute neceffity for the boring before- the time 
of fuppuration. Abfceffes at the nofe may 
be ftopped by a fneezing powder, mad¢ of 
the leaves of Afarabacca, 

In the laft ftage, when there is an ap- 
pearance of an emphyfema, a fwelling or 
puffing up of the tkin, diftended with a pu- 
trid fanies, and putrid air, it will be pro- 
per to open it lengthways, if on the back ; 
if on another part, according to the direc- 
tion of the limb. When the matter is all 


B 


let\ out, the cavities muft be filled with C 


pledgets of tow, dipt in an ointment made 
with turpentine, powdered myrrh, and the 
yolks of eggs. Over thefe muft be laid a 
poultice of oatmeal and ftale beer, {prink- 
led with fpirits of wine. This muft be laid 
“on warm, and renewed twice or thrice a 
day. Thefe dreffings are to be continued 


till there is a kind digeftion, and then the py 


abfceffes muft be treated in the common 
manner. 

After the crifis, the morbid matter is 
commonly difcharged by a diarrhcea, which 
thould be diligently watched, and tho’ not 
ftopped, yet reftrained, left it weaken the 
beafttoo much. The following purge may 
be given to cleanfe the ftomach and bowels. 


Take of Monk's rhubarb an ounce, or of E 


the beft Turkey rhubarb half an ounce; of 
fenna, half an ounce ; liquorith fliced, and 
annifeed bruifed,.of each'one ounce. ‘Boil 
them gently in two quarts of fmall ale to 
three pints, and then give the ftrained li- 
quor.’ The beft drink with this is water- 
gruel luke-warm, and the beaft muft have 
dry meat fpatitigly. Atnight give an ounce 
of diafcordium in a quart or three pints of 
warm ale. , 

If after the crifis the beaft is coftive, with 
a dry harfh fhin, adhering” clofe to the 
fiefh, the body muft be opened by giving a 
tath of bran in the evening, with an ounce 
of Epfom falt. But this muft not be done 
till you are fure the crifis is over, otherwife 
you will bring on a fazal:fcouring. 

When they are recovering from this dif- 
eafe, it will not be proper to give them any 
ftronger phyfic than the lait mentioned 
drench, and a quart or two of milk pottage 
fhould be givén them three or four times a 
day, with good fweet hay in the winter, 
and an hour’s grazing morning and evening, 
in adry pafture, in the fummer. Befides, 
they fhould drink as much as they will of 
warm water or water-gruel, , 

This method of cure faved the lives of 


prevented by inogulation, The method 


‘which Dr Layard¢ecommends is as follows = 


Sanguine beafts only require moderate 
bleeding ; thé ftrorig muft alfo be purged’ 
and kept ona light diet, and theit bodies 
kept open’; {Caldéd bran, with their hay 
and chaff, will cool them. The weakly, 
and fuch as are inclined to fcowef, muft be 
kept on dry-fodder; have peas and beans to 
Atrengthen ‘them ; of a mafh of matt, or a 
quart of ale warm, with a few fpices, 

Coughs, bloody uriné,worms,and whate- 


-ver other difeafes the cattle may be atfected 


with, are al? to be cured before inoculation, 
if time will permit ; and neither. cows with 
calf, nor very young calves fhould be inno- 
culated except ih imminent danger of the 
infection. 

Mercurial and draftic purges are detrimen- 
tal ; lenient purges, and mild diaphoretics, 
willcarry off the peccant humours, either by 
purging or perfpiration. 

ZEtLiops mincral and fulpbur, * Dr Hux- 
bam’s athirps antimoniatus, or the. ingenious 
+ Dr Malcolm Flemyng’s balls of aethiops mi- 
neral, with crude antimony, burnt hartf- 
horn, and Venice or common theriaca, wilt 
attenuate and promote perfpiration, and 
may ferve both as preparatives and prefer- 
vatives, if judicioufly adminiftred ; but 
while thefe m arial and antimonial pre- 
parations are ufed, acids of all kinds are to 
be avoided. 5 

Warm mahhes of bran, with Glauber’s or 
Epsom Malt, lenitive electary, or: fyrup of: 
byckthorn, will purge gently. Brimftone, 
only mixed with bran, will promote a gen- 
tle per{piration. 

The cattle to. be inoculated, are firft to 
be well washed, rubbed dry, and curried ; 
thea they are to be placed in a fpacious 
barn or ftable, wherethe air may be tempe- 
rate, and nocold can come.to them, There - 
they are to be prepared, according to the 
directions already given, foddered with 
good fweet hay, and watered -with clear 
{pring water ; and if the diftemper be not 
near, they may be turned out into the air, 
near the barn or ftable, where they may 
{tay a few hours in the middie of the day. 

Particular care muft be taken not to in- 
oculate near the vital patts, fuch.as the 
heart and lungs; nor near the womb, if 
the cow be with calf; but about the mid- ; 
die of the fhoulder or buttocks, on, both 
fides, to have the benefit of two drains. 
The fkin is to be cutlength ways two in-

= inoculation. has. fucceeded ; burt the 
beafts, as profeffor Swencke informs us *, 
do not fall ill till the fixth day. Yet on 
thethird day a coftivenefs comes om, which 
may be removed by giving each calf three 
ounces of Epjom falt. 

As foaon as the fymptoms of heavinefs 
and ftupidity appear, the beafts muft have 
alight covering thrown over them, and at 
wight faftened loofely. They muft be rub- 
bed morning and evening, and curried till 
the boils begin to rife. Warm hay-water

Propofal to amend the naval Articles of War. 


If, pewons. known to be very. culpable 
fhould.only be unemployed for.a time, and 
then favoured. preferrably to all others fof 
the greateft merit; or if officers ever broke 
by court. martials, Mould by intereft or fa- 
yourbe reftored, fingularly. favoured, and 
again employed, what can be expected ina 
fervice where fg little regard is had to dif- 
cipline ? ' 

Lam fure no-one will fay, that ftri@ dif- 
cipline is not neceflary in all fervice ; and 
that officers of the higheft rank, as well as 
the private men, ought to be fubje@ to it. 
I believe every one is fenfible, that the pre- 
fent articles of war for the fea fervice are 
greatly deficient ; that many articles: are 
wanting to reftrain many irregularities too 
notorioufly praGtifed; nay, the,general prac 
tice is urged by fome.as a juftification, and a 
right to do foiseven claimed..Many inftances 
might;be given of things practifed by. every 
commander in chief when abroad, which 
even the. lords of the admiralty never do, 
becaufe contrary to rule and the eftablifhed 
difcipline of the navy. I mean particularly 
in segard to ,the making of officers ; all 
which itregularities they expect to have con- 
firmed,by,the lords ef the admiralty ; and 
if refufed, complain as if they were injured, 

Every ifregularity fhould be reftrained, 
and every one who adted contrary to the 
éftablithed. rules. and orders, punifhed, 
For reftraining bad officers, and for the 
fecurity and. jwitification of good ones, it 
feems that there fhould be naval court- 
Martials at fea, as there are regimental 
ones in the land fervice. Every com- 
Mander of all the king's fhips thould 
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have power to, hold fuch a court on . 


board his thip, at all times, and in all 
places wherever he may be, that an officer 
may not be fabjected to innumerable pro- 
fecutions in Wefminfter Hall, for inflicting 
fucly puhifhments as was neceffary to pre- 
ferve difcipline 5 nor the men liable to be 
abufed or .ill-treated from an unjuft or ar+ 
bitrary difpofition of any officer, , 

T have the greateft regard for the officers 
of the navy, therefore was. concerned to 
fee them, dome years finee, 6ppofe feveral 
articles that avere. often. intended to have 
beeh aided to the articles of war, for-re- 
ftraining fome irregularitiesy and punifhing 
fuch-as fhould be..guilty of them. No one 
could confider this oppofition in any other 
light, but that of a defire that they might 
be left at liberty to be irregular, and not 
Tubjeéted to punishment. 

I am fatisfied, that évery. matter ofa pri- 
vate. fathily, muft think he has an un» 
doubted right toihake rules ahd orders, to 
make all his.family fegular, and would 
conclude all: fach a8 fhould defire not to be 
reftrained, unfit to remain in his family. 

Tt would be very abfurd if thofe who

tesferve the,public, fhould be permitted, or 
‘bought the properéft perfens, thentfelves to

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prefcribe how far they ought to be re4 
ttrained, what their duty, and what’ their’ 
punifhment : But plainly and ‘openly to 
defire no punifhment fhould be infliéted on 
fuch as may in many inftances be guilty 
of things greatly prejudicial to the fervite, 
muft to. every impartial perfon appeat 
monftrous. Such follicitation on any fu- 
ture attempt to amend the naval articles 
of war, it Is to be hoped, will nor be re 
garded, : 

I offer my fentiments without attempt- 
ing to fuggeft that thofe in power are ¢ul+ 
pable, becaufe things are not done agreeable 
to my feritiments, though they may appeat 
reafonable to others as well as to me, which 
I hope will give no offence. All I can 
fay is, that they are founded upon con- 
verfations I have had with’ fome of the 
greateft officers of the navy, now dead, 
By fome querics I may make, it is poffible, 
I may fhew my ignorance, and that what 1 
aim to infinuate as defirable, is not, for 
many reafons, pra€ticable. , 

I would defire to be informed, if it is for 
any reafon neceffary, that all naval court- 
martials fhould be held on board a fhip ? 

If it is neceffary, for any good reafon, 
that all who fit at court-martials thould bs 
in commiffion ? 

If it is not fit that every officer to be 
tried fhould be ugreftrained as to the num 
ber of witnefies he would have fent for oA 
his trial. 

If it is not defirable, that the oldeft and 
moft experienced officers thould on ail tri- 
als fit as judges ? : 

If an officer, tho’ only on ‘half pay, is 
lefs fir to fit as a judge, than if on full pay ? 

If many accidents and incohvenienci¢s.... 
may not arife and happen, fhould the court 
be held on board, that could not be if i” 
were held on fhore? , 

If in time of war particularly, it mut 
not be very ihconyenitnt, nay dafhgerous, 
to have thofe in commiffion fit at a court: 
maftial, aS thereby a large fteet, command> 
ed by thofe officers, is, during the trial, 
ufelefs on the greateft emergeticy ; efpeci- 
ally as we know was the cafe at the trial of 
Admirals Matthews and Lefocky which lafted 
mary weeks ? , 

I muft here cbhferve, we have how thirty 
admirals'on the lift of fiags, as fit and in- 
tended, for fervice ; twenty-two who have 
the title and half-pay of réar admirals, not 
ahy more to be employed’, and twenty- 
one, who remain on the lift ‘as captains, 
tho’ as captains fenior to fome admirals, to 
me, I Be, confefs, it feems unjuft to thefs, 
Jaft.to omit. promoting them, or. elfe unjuit 
to the public, that they fhonld contiaue to 
have any half-pay. 

I may venture to fay, it mgt be unjuit,.., 
where men have fpent their lives ina fere ,. 
vice, and have done nothing to deferve being 

¢ 
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eafhiered, that they thould be deprived of 
the title and: pay their time of fervice inti- 
tles them'to. fr the land fervice it is ne- 


ver done, and therefore I have the more A Aaticir VIL. 


reafon to call it unjuft as praétifed in the 
fea fetvice. The not doing it is an injury 
to every captain in the navy, 

But, to return trom this digreffion, it 
appears we now have above feventy officers

The afcarides are 
oviparous, and breed in the inteBigesy the 
tenia is generally, if not always, found a- 
lone, and is*therefore called by the French 
writers, folitaire, Both thefe are peculiar 
to animal bodies, for any thing that has 
been hitherto difcovered ; and if it be fupe 
pofed that the eggs of the afcarides are de- 
pofited on any thing received into the fto~« 
mach as foed, it muft be confeffed that the 
parent animal muft have fubfifted in: a 
Place very. different from the inteftines. of. 
a living body.’ It cannot be imagined that 
thefe eggs can fuftain the action of the fire 
in,any of the methods of dreffing food ; 
they muft therefore be fwallowed with 
fuch aliment as is taken undreffed, if fwal- 
lowed at all, and. muft confequently be re- 
ceived with water, or fallad, or fruit, But 
how the egg of an animal that feems intend- 
ed by nature to fubfift merely on vegetable 
fubftances, in the open air, and expofed by 
turns to heat and cold, and wet. and dry,.

place fo different from that in which it was, 
depofited by the parent animal, directed .by, 
univerfal inftin& to depofit it in the moft 
proper nidus where the future anima) 
would moft eafily find fubfiftence, jis ex-;

Art, XII. Of the Opifthotonos and Teta- 
nus, 4y Dr Chambers, of Charles-town, 
South Carolina, 


THE Opifthotonos is a fpafmodic dif- 

eafe, in which the mufcles that bend 
the head, neck, and body backwards fuffer 
an involuntary, violent, and continued con- 
tragtion. The Tetanus is a contraction 
both of the mufcles that bend the head, 
neck, and botly backwards, and thofe that 
bend them forwards alfo, at the fame time ; 
fo that the body of the patient is kept rigid 
and ercé by the exertion of oppofite and 
equal powers® Thefe difeafes feldom ap- 
pear in temperate climates ; in hot coun- 
tries they are endemic, efpecially among 
negroe flaves. 

The Qpifthotonos fometimes comes on 
fuddenly after fleeping without doors in 
hot weather, or otherwife taking,cold ; but 
its approach is generally gradual ; ‘the pa- 
tient at firftis fenfible only ef an uaealy 
ftiffnefs in the back, and a general laffitude, 
which increafes by degrees till the head is 
drawn back, and the jaws clofe lecked, 

The pathognomic fyrhptom of this dif- 
eafe is a fpafm under the flernum, which 
grows more and more violent, returning e+ 
very 14 or 15 minutes, and which is ¢on- 
ftantly fucceeded by a ftronger retraétion of 
the head, with great rigidity and pain all 
round the neck, and along the fpine to the 
lower extremities, which are fuddenly put 
to the fretch. The countenance is pale 
and contracted, the jaws dre fuddenly fnap- 
ped together, and cannot afterwards be o- 
pened; the fhoulders are ftrongly rajfed 
forward, and the arms ftretched out or 
drawn crofs the body, After the fpafm 
the parts are fomewhat relaxed, tho’ the 
retraction of the head remains ; the breath 
is fhort and quick, and the tongue ftiff and 
torpid. An attempt to’ fwallow any thing 
in this interval genesally brings on the 
fpafm, which forces the liquor. back thro* 
the nofe with great violence. 

In the laft ftage of the difeafe the fpafm 
returns oftener than once in a minute ; the 
mufcles that move the body forward fuffer 
the fame contraétion as thefe that move it 
backward, but the force of the latter pre- 
vails, fo that the fpine is Rrongly recurva- 
ted, and forms a holiow arch with the bed, 
and the patient refts only on the back part 
of his head and his heels. The belly is flat 
and drawn inward, and the mufcles are

will mot give way to preffure, nor yield to

agm in infpiration ; 
fordetimes the lower extremities are fo fud- 
dénly and violently diftended that the pati- 
‘ent, if not held by thofe about him, would 
be projected feet foremoit from the bed ; 
anc Tometitnes he is thrown upward w.th 
fucha fpring, that the head is ftruck with 
great violence againft whatever happens to 
in the way: the tongue at the fame 
time is darted out, and often miferably 
torn, as the teeth are at the fame time fnap- 
ped together ; fo chat when it is poffible 
the handle of a fpoon is put betweeg them 
and kept there; the fleth under the chin 
feems to be drawn up within the, threat ; 
‘the body is covered with a foam of fweat ; 
the eyes are watery and languid, and a 
bloody froth bubbles owt from between the 
lips. In this ftate the fick is commonly 
delirious, and a general convulfion at length 
puts an end to their torture 5 an univerfal 
relaxation comes on and they immediately 
expire, 
In the Tetanus the fymptons are nearly 
the fame, except that the pofterior and an- 
tetior mufcles are equally contracted from 
the firft, and during the fpafm the cheeks 


tient eafy more than three hours ; fome 
have taken more than an ounce. of ,this 
tinéture in a day and night, and. no ftupor 
has fupervened, which is an aftonithing 
roof of the violence with, which thete 
paime return, , 
To facilitate the effect of opium agd.the 
bath, glyflers prepared with a decoction of 
camomile flowers and marfhmalloes, and 
a large proportion of oil, fhould be injeéted, 
and a bladder half filled with warm.wa- 
ter thould be tied on the..pit of the fto- 
mach ; the ‘rigid parts fhould alfo be fre- 
quently bathed with warm oil of mucilageg, 
to which fome opium has been added, 
To this account is added a query whe- 
ther the difeafe fo fatal to infants before 
they are g days old, called by the women jaw- 
falling, is fot a degree of the Opbi/tbotenass. In 
this cafe indeed opium can do no good, for 
the difeafe is generally brought on by the

In thefe dreadful difeafes no crifis can 
be expected, and indeed never happens, fo 
that the recovery of the patieat depends 
intirely upon the power of medicine, the 
‘efforts of nature alone being always inef- 
feétual, Whatever heats and ftimulates is 
huftfal ; purgatives and emetics are inef- 
feétual, tho’ much bile, and fometimes 


"worms, have been evacuated by both: opi- 


ates and the warm bath only have been 
attefided with fuccefs, tho’ mutk has not 


“been tfied : by the warmth of the bath and 


gentle fri@ion, the contractions remit, and 
‘as the power of fwallowing returns, drink 
Tachigh the feout of — 
throw, t of a tea-pot. In t 
sat the hong fhould lie E full length, 
having a Tlanieet rolled up for a pillow, 
and the water muft be Kept toa due heat; 


when he is taken from the bath he muft 


not bé wiped, but wrapped up in a dry 
blanket, and put to bed; a large dofe of 
opitim mutt be adminiftered, and re- 
peatéd boldly every half hour, for the {pafms 
will certainly return, as the effe@ of the o- 
pium wears off, till it has been fometime

O this dream there is an introduét- 

tion, by which it appears, that he 
intended it chiefly for the inftruétion arid 
improvement of young minds of a giddy 
and gay turn, to whom grave admonition 
and dry argument would have been too 
irkfome to produce any good effeét.

Meruovent, 1 was fuddenly _tranf-

& the {pecious charms of the goddefs, 1 dit- 
covered, on a clofe attention, fuch affeéta - 
tion and illufion in beth, with fuch diftrefs 
in many of her votaries, ill concealéd- un- 
der artificial (miles, that I brokeaway with 
a mixture. of difdain and horrour, andmade 
what hafte I could from the place. bhad 
Bot gong far when -was met. by.a good 
ole 
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old man, who gives dire@tions to all travel- 

lers that are willing to be direéted, and who 

was called the genius of educhtton, Per- 

ceiving me peniiv€; te -thquired into the 

caufe. Itold him where I had been, and 
what I had obferved, and added, that being 
*myfelf a young traveller in queft of bappi- 
ne/s, 1 was uncertain which way to take. 
He looked at me with generous compaffion, 
and-bade me follow him ; he conducted me 
along a winding pathupa hillon the top of 
which we found an open pavilion which 
eommanded a profpeét of the whole coun- 
try round. As we approached, we percei- 
ved an old man fitting in a mufing pofture 
on a chair of polifhed metal, which caft an 
uncommon luftre about him, and refleéted 
the images of furrounding objects. He 
held in his hand a telefcope, and my 
guide informed me, that his name was.Gon- 
templation ; that he was one of the eldeft 
fons of Wifdom, and that he was placed on 
that hill by Virtue, the fovereign of a great 
adjoining empire, to dire‘t thofe who were 
travelling towards her temple.

¢ and pain, and difgrace,on fuch malefac- 
¢ tors as are delivered into their hands. 

. ‘But now, caft your eye again over the 
¢ country. It is divided into fundry dif- 
# tri€ts, lying in a circle round the palace 
¢ of Pleafure.In their refpective centres ftand 


¢ the feats of her principal minifters; on —_ perceived fewer travellers in it than 
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* one fide, you fee the manfion of Luxury, 
* adorn'd with all the extrayagance of art.”” 
And here he defired me to mark with pak- 
ticular care an outlet from the gardens lead - 
ing direétly to the Cave of Poverty, iy 

Then turning the telefcope to another 
fide, ** yonder, faid he, is the abode of In- 
* temperance, It refembles a great inn, to 
« which paffengers are continually crowd- 
‘ ings You may obferve, that hardly any 
* come out with the fame countenance 
* or thape with which they went in, but 
* are transformed into the likenefs of dif- 
* ferent beafts. At a little diftance is 


* a large hofpital into which the poor 
* wretches are thrown from time to time, 
pain, and 


¢ and condemned to ficknefs,: 
« putrefaction.”’ 

He next thewed me. the tower of Ambi- 
tion, built on the top ofa _ very high hill. 
“* Thither, faid he, you behold multitudes 
* climbing from different quarters, ftrug- 
* ling who fhall get foremoft, and pufhin 
* down thofe before them. On ‘one. fide 
ofit, is.a fteep and flippery precipice, from 
which the moft part, after having, with 
infinite toil and contention gained it, 
tumble headlong into a bottomlefs ‘gulf, 
and are never heard of more. , 
the other fide, is a fecret path, which 
grows broader by degrees, at the. en- 
trance of which ftands Corruption. The 
path, after winding up the hill, leads 
down again by a ftraight defcent, till it 
terminates in the Dungeon of Infamy. 

** The valley below, is poffefied by Va- 
nity, whofe diftri& is ftill better peopled 
than the others. She allures moft tra- 
vellers, by promifing to lead them to the 
palace of her miftrefs through the temple 
of Fame, Thofe who are decoyed by her, 
are generally configned over to the {cofts of 
Ridicule, whd derides their folly, and then 
fhuts them up in the Cell of Contempr.”” 
After this, Contemplation pointed out to 
me, in a remote corner of the country, that 
looked as if it had been disjoined from all 
the reft, a caftle, which he faid was inhabi- 
ted by anold ufurer, named Avarice,who tho’ 
a chief retainer to Vice, yet refufed to ack- 
nowledge her by the nameof Pleafure. ** An 
* iron gateis the only entrance. . Itis fecu- 
* red within by many ftrong bolts, and guar- 
‘ ded without by Hunger and Anxiety, who 
* let none pafs into the caftle, tillthey have 
* ferved a fufficient time n_an_ outer yard, 
* where fome are digging, fome hewing 
* ftones, and others carrying heavy burdens. 
‘ It is remarkable, added he, that from the 
* loweft cellar of the houfe there is along

Then direéting my eye to the right fide 
of the hill, he fhewed mea country fpacious 
and noble, but hilly and of difficult accefs. 
in the 
other 
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ortiét, which Thad juft been viewing : yet 
pinah drt more than at firft appeared. At 
the farther’ end of it, I defcried a magnifi- 
cent temple, ‘* That country, faid’ my 

* guide, is the dominion of Virtue, in which 

* the inhabitants are inured to labour, but 

* reap thefruits of it in health of body, and

We were no fooner got to' the foot of it, 
than I began to find his prediétions true.

This made me re- 
fol¥e'to follow him no longer.’ His true 
name I found afterwards was Cynical 
Sournefs, 

Upon his leaving me, there advanced a 
ftill: more homely figure.’ He had 4 mor- 
tified: vifage, with a matted beard which 
reached down ‘to his middle; was clad in 
fackcloath,girt with a rope’ & was bare foot- 
ed. ‘Thename he affuimed was Temperanie, 
though I underftodd ‘afterwards |‘ thar* he 
was Monkifo Auperity, Notwithftanding 
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his form and air were in matiy refpect® 
none of the moft engaging, yet as he pro- 
feffed the utmoft fimplicity, put ona fanéti- 
monious look, and peremptorily afferted’ 
that there was'no other way to the temple 
of Virtue but through his cell, 1 was indu- 
ced to follow him, But the road’ he led 
me was fo rough and ftony, his difcourfe 
was fo forbidding, and his deportment fo 
fierce, that I foon deferted: him.

vellers. Some, as I remember, were Vain 
glory, Popular Applaufe, Falfe Shame, Derifion, 
Detraéiion, Novelty, Fafbion, 1 felt fome cu- 
riofity to enter into difcousfe with them. 
But my guide pulling out a mirror in which 
all things are reprefented as they are, pre« 
fented it to the fpeétres: upon which fome 
of them totally difappeared, and others 
fhrunk into the moft diminutive and defpi- 
cable figures imaginable.

with fcales almoft im ble,and inftead 
of hands had fharp claws, which tore what- 
ever came in their way, His name was

a pale and fallow vifage, whofe eyes were 
funk in her head, and rolled round with 
wildnefs and futy. « Her treffes hung loofe: 
about her fhoulders, and fhe had in all her’ 
looks and geftures an air of diftra@tion: In 
one hand fhe carried a ftring .of heads, 
which the feemed to tel! with great ear~ 
neftnefs ; and in the other a bloody feourge.

© forth at abirth with Happine/s, her fitter, 
© and infeparable companion ; and fent 
© downfrom above,as the beft friend efmen, 
* and the fureft direttrefs of life; the guar- 
* dian of youth, the glory of manhood, aad 
“the comforter of old age. By- her. in- 
‘ ftru@ions & laws human fociety is formed 
* and maintained ; and human nature, by 
* converfe with her grows truly godlike.’*» 

The votaries, as.they approached,, weze, 
introduced to the prefence by a young vir- 
gin of the moft lovely appearance, who 
could not perform her tafk without blufh-.

Have lately read a pamphlet, called 

Reafons for the reformation of Clerken- 
well Bridewell. Theie reafons are fuch 
as ftruck me with horror, at the fame 
time that they moved me to pity, forthe 
exibit fuch a fcene of wickednef pew | 
mifery as perhaps is no where elfe to be 
found, and I am induced to follicit a 
piace in your magazine for this letter, 
merely that the enormity may be more 
generally known, as a means of making 
the reformation more probable. 

Clerkenwell Bridewell, tho’ originally 
intended only to punith idlenefs by la- 
bour, has by the intereft of the keeper 
been made the receptacle of felons, and 
is thus become the feminary of wicked. 
nefs in all its branches. 

The idle apprentice as foon as he is 
committed to this houfe of correction be- 
comes the affociate of highwaymen, 
houfebreakers, pickpockets, and ftrol- 
ling proftitutes, the witnefs of the moft 
horrid impiety,and the moft abando- 
ned leudne(s, and generally leaves what- 
ever good quality he brought in, toge- 
ther with his health, behind him. 

The men and women prifoners are 
all together till they are locked up at 
night, and have perpetual opportunities 
of retiring to the dark cells in couples 
as often as they pleafe: the women in- 
deed are generally fuch as do not need 
much follicitation to thiscommerce, but 
asthe county allowance is no more than 
a pennyworth of bread and fome water 


‘in 24 hours, and many of theim are te- 


tally deftitute both of money and 
friends, they would have noalternative 
but to become proftitutes for fubfiftence 
or to perith with hunger.* But this is 
not all, the gate keepers and other petty 
officers of the prifon confider all the 
women prifoners as their feraglio, and 
indulge themfelves in the promifcuous 
ufe of as many of them as they pleafe. 
There are alfo two wards called the 
bawdy houfes, in which the locker for 


G a hhilling, will at any time ‘lock up a 


man and woman together for the night, 
and he is fo [ollicitous to encourage this 
practice for the fake of his fee, that he 
addre(fed the author of the meats’ af.

But this 
leudnefs is not only praétifed by one pri- 
foner with another,but by peoplethat go 
thither on purpofe; fothat the placemay 
beconfider'd as a great brothel,kept un- 
der the protection of the law for the emo- 
lument of its minifters; many diffolute 
perfons refort thither, efpecially on a 
Sunday, and after having fingled out.a 
girl, and treated her in the tap-houle, 
they are conduéted by the locker, .un- 
der pretence of fhewing them the pri- 
fon, to a private place, where they re- 
main undifturbed as long as they pleafe. 
It is alfo a mart, where thofe who fub- - 
fit. by keeping proftitutes in their 

houfes, come to fupply themfelves with 

the number they want. It is common 


for the keeper of a bagnio, or his fer- + 


vant, to come to this place, call fora 
bottle or two of wine, look over the 
girls, enquire when their times were 
out, and having made choice of fuch as 
they think fit for their pufpofe, they 
Pay their fees, and take them home. 

y this traffic the poor wretch who 
is led away to a bagnio becomes the 
flave of a moft mercilefs tyrant, for the 
vileft purpofes. The, fees being paid, 
fo much more money is advanced, as, 
added to them, amounts to 40 hhillings, 
for which a note of hand is always ta-, 
ken; and then if the girl does not fub-, 
mit implicitly to every caprice of her 
tyrant’s will, the is arrefted upon her 
note, and thrown into the Mar/alfea, 
or White-Chappel goal, where the is left 
to pak by naftinefs, hunger, and dif- 
eafe, if none of the rakes that ufed to 


vifit her happen to be fufficiently inte- 
refted in her diftrefs to procure her de- 
liverance, which is much lefs. frequent 
than peste ‘who. are ftrangers to the

fordid and felfith difpofitions of thofe 
who abandon themfelves to grofs {fen- 
fuality, could imagine. 

To.remedy thefe evils, which furely 
call. aloud upon. the legiflature, the au- 
thor of the Reafons. propofes, that 
Clerkenwell Bridewell be made fubject 
to the fame regulations with the city 
houfe of correction, where the men 
and women are kept feparate, and the 
conduct of the keepers is under proper 
infpection, A.B.

So then there isa difference of about 
ten feconds between the obfervations of 
the beft aftronomers, or about an rgoth 
part of the whole... ‘The. fource of 
which, according to M. Je, Gentil, lies 
partly in the great difficulty of .meafu- 
ring the diameter by the time ofthe 
tranfit, and partly to the optical illufion, 
which in fome cafes may arife from the 
bad quality of the. coloured «glafles, 
made ufe of for defending the eye from 
the too great fplendor of the fun’s rays ; 
to which may be added-a tremulous 
motion, fometimes very remarkable, in 
the fun’s image viewed in a telefCope, 


‘and which renders it abfolutely impoffi-

M. /e Gentil prefers plain glafles ting-

Early on the rft of Fume sooo horfe,{upport- 
ed by as many foot, iffued out near the 
Wifcberad, but were fo warmly received, 
that they were'glad to get back. Such is 
the prefant fituation of affairs on the-fide of 
Bobemia'; advices, however, from Brufféls

tnotwithitanding the heat, of their fire, 
there were but 5 or 6 Engij/h killed that day, 
and.of the Moors its computed 12 or 15,000, 
hot from the execution ef the fort, but by 
$ fhips whowere then at anchor in the river, 
The 19th, things went on njuch as the day 
before ; but the Exglifp difheartened by the 
abfence of their governor, and of 100 men 
he hadtaken with him,became fainthearted, 
and paffed the whole night boxing the flebber, 
fo that the next morning they were incapa- 
ble to make any manner of defence. How- 
ever, they did as well as they could till two 
in the afternoon, when Mr Ho/avell, feeing 
himfelf deferted by almcft every body, wrote 
to the Nabob to obtain a capitulation ; but 
finding he delayed returning any anfwer, he 
hoifted Moorifs colours, This was fufficient. 
The Moors immediately. threw themfelves in 
a body upon the fort, broke open the doors, 
and altho’ the Nabob had given orders, that 
no body fhould be touched or hurt, yet {&- 
veral people were kill’d, and all ftripp’d na- 
‘ked, and in that condition about 200 were 
caftintofo fmall a dungeon,that on opening 
their door of confinement next morning, 
140 were found dead. 

_ The Nabob being got into the fort, was 
greatly furprifed not to find the treafure he 
expected ; but Mr Drake had already with- 
drawn it all. There were in the fort about 
4.01 500 Exurcpeans, and 7 or 800 Tcpazes, Gc. 
with ammunition and provifions for four 
months at leaft. 

Gov. Drake on feeing the fort taken, re 
“geived on board the fhips as many as efca- 
ped. from the town and fort, and hauled off, 
out of the enemy’s fhot. The next day they 
fell dawn the river, about 5 or 6 leagues, & 
Kept a Moorif> hattcry or fort fo clofe on 
board, that they fired feveral fhot at them, 
but with fo littie judgment, that they over- 
reached their top maft, and did them not 
the leaft damage. The fhips are now at 
the entrance of the river, without provifi- 
ons; and they have already loft two of 
their number which ran afhore and were 
immediately fecured by the Moors. 

There were feveral ladies, natives of the 
country, whom the Moors took prifoners, &

regard to his orders, He has already fent 
200 pioneers to raze the townto the ground,. 
Caffembuzer has met with the fame fate, as 
has alfo Daba, and foitié other places, hav- 
ing wrote to the governor of Madrafs, that, 
no Englifb {ubje& fhould hereafter fettle in. 
Bengal. Watt night about 460 fouls came, 
over tous here, inhabitants of Calcutta, ei- 
ther Exropeans, or country people, amongft 
whom were captains of fhips, fupercargoes, 
or officers in employments, foldiers, Gc, 
The day before yefterday, the Nabob fent 
us MrWatts, late chief of Caffembuzar, & his 
furgeon, and exacted from us a receipt, that 
they werein good order and well condition 
on delivery. 

You may imagine, my dear fir, that dur, 
ing thefe tranfactions, wewere not a little 
uneafy, as he coounres from us by fre- 
quent applications, forcts,ammunition, &c. 
to aét againft the Engh ; and had affured 
us, that on our noh-conipliance’ he would 
divert the ftream of his prefent purpofes a- 
gainft us, and We fhould be the fenfible 
mark of his revenge. He, however, toek 
our cafe into his confideration, we haying 
reprefented to him ‘ftfenuoufly, tliat we 
were in want of troops, and their neceffary 
fupply, and other arguments (much in the 
fame ftrain.) But the Nabob, no ways fatis- 
fied with thefe excufés, and accufing us of 
fiding with the Engl fh, on his return from Cgl- 
cutta, proceeded to Hughley,a Moorifa town,
